Warrant issued in cross-burning case

bail An arrest warrant was 
issued for Nathan Rehberg 
yesterday. 

The warrant for one of 
the two people charged in 
the alleged cross burning 
at the home of an interra¬ 
cial couple from Hants 
County in February came 
after Rehberg’s grandpar¬ 
ents — Darrell and Mari¬ 
anne Boutilier — told the 
court they wanted their 
bail responsibilities re¬ 


voked. 

The arrest warrant was 
issued yesterday morning 
in Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Windsor. Re¬ 
hberg’s case was before the 
courts to set a date for trial. 

He didn’t show, but his 
lawyer appeared on his be¬ 
half, with the trial to begin 
on Nov. 8. 

On March 2, Rehberg 
and his younger brother 
Justin, who is also charged 
in the incident, were each 
granted bail in the case 
and ordered to stay with 
their grandparents in 


Hants County. 

A surety of $5,000 was 
posted for each, with the 
judge handing down strict 
bail conditions, including 
staying away from the vic¬ 
tims, who awoke on Feb. 
21 to find a burning cross 
on their front lawn, and 
abiding by a curfew. 

By late yesterday, Re¬ 
hberg hadn’t been arrested 
by police. 

The brothers are each 
charged with mischief, ut¬ 
tering threats, criminal ha¬ 
rassment and public incite¬ 
ment of hatred.

Trial opens in Horne murder

Jennifer Horne was a 
“home body” out on a 
date before she was 
stabbed multiple times 
and suffocated after hav¬ 
ing duct tape wrapped 
around her head, a Nova 
Scotia prosecutor said yes¬ 
terday at the opening of a 
murder trial he warned 
would be disturbing and 
shocking. 

Robert Morrison de¬ 
scribed Horne as a respon¬ 
sible 20-year-old who al¬ 
ways let her parents know 
where she was. The 
Supreme Court jury of sev¬ 
en men and five women 
heard Horne had just start¬ 
ed dating Desmond 
Maguire, who is accused of 
first-degree murder, and 
had no previous boyfriend. 

Morrison said Horne had 
gone out to a bar with 
Maguire, 39, a co-worker at 
a seniors home, on Dec. 
29, 2007. 

The prosecutor said 
Horne was later taken 
back to Maguire’s apart¬ 
ment and secured to a 
chair with duct tape, 
which was wrapped 
around her hands, mouth 
and eyes. Morrison said a 
small slit was cut for the 
woman’s nose and ears, 
before her clothes were 
cut off and she was sexual¬ 
ly assaulted and stabbed. 

Horne’s body was found 
New Year’s Eve at an apart¬ 
ment in Dartmouth. 

Maguire and his girl¬ 
friend, Ashley Haley, 22, 
were charged a day later in 
the death of the young 
Cole Harbour woman. 

On Monday, Haley plead-

ed guilty to first-degree 
murder. She is to be sen¬ 
tenced June 30. 

Morrison said the evi¬ 
dence will show Maguire 
first told police he took 
Horne to a bar and then to 
her home at 10 p.m. But he 
said when Maguire was 
questioned again, he said 
he had taken her back to 
his apartment. 

Once she was there, Mor¬ 
rison said, the assault be¬ 
gan. “She received over 40 
injuries,” he said. “She 
may well have bled to 
death had she not been 
suffocated.” 

Jennifer’s father, Kevin 
Horne, 50, testified 
Maguire was the first man 
“who had shown Jennifer 
any interest.” 

Steve Andrews, a step- 
uncle of Horne’s, said out¬ 
side court the family has 
been waiting 2% years for 
the start of the trial and it 
was a difficult day.

Park to be sprayed for ticks 

charged 

Council approves $15K in spending to fight Lyme disease in shooting

It was a bit of a hard sell, 
but HRM council voted 
Tuesday night to spend 
$15,000 spraying Admirals 
Cove Park in Bedford for 
ticks. 

“This isn’t about ticks, 
it’s about Lyme disease, 
and on one street in Bed¬ 
ford I’ve got four humans 
with Lyme disease and 
these four families all back 
onto Admirals Cove Park,” 
Bedford Coun. Tim Outhit 
said in an interview yester¬ 
day. 

Some councillors were 
reluctant to spray pesti¬ 
cides — both HRM and the 
province have pesticide 
bans, but this is a human 
health issue, not a cosmet¬ 
ic one, Outhit said. 

“I’m not a fan of pesti- 


Tips to ward off ticks 


While currently only appear¬ 
ing in Admirals Cove Park, 
these ticks could spread. Here 
are some tips for homeowners 
from Health Protection and 
Promotion: 

• Remove leaf litter, tall grass 
and brush around your home. 

Keep lawns mowed short. 

• Put playground equipment 


in sunny, dry places away from 
wooded areas. 

• Put wood chips or gravel be¬ 
tween your lawn and wooded 
areas. 

• Keep the ground under bird 
feeders clean. 

• Keep your woodpile dry, off 
the ground and away from 
your house. 


cides either, but there’s no 
natural enemy to these 
guys,” Outhit said. 

“I had to choose a pesti¬ 
cide for human health in 
this case.” 

The pesticide is called 
Dragnet and it will kill 
blaclc-legged ticks that car¬ 
ry the bacteria that causes 
Lyme disease. These ticks 
love to hang out on deer. 

Three weeks ago, council 
wrote a letter to both the 


provincial and federal 
health ministers asking 
them to approve a “ticlci- 
cide,” which could be used 
in deer-baiting stations. At 
these stations, deer would 
stick their heads in the de¬ 
vice and be slathered with 
a pesticide. 

“It’s almost like putting a 
flea collar on your dog or 
cat,” Outhit explained. 

“That has been dragging 
on while we still have

these ticks 
in the park. 
Another so¬ 
lution that 
was brought 
forward 
from staff 
was to do 
some strate¬ 
gic spray¬ 


ing.” 

Workers from Braemar 
Pest Control will walk 
through the park and spray 
Dragnet from tanks on 
their back. Outhit said oth¬ 
er insects will die, but hu¬ 
mans and their pets won’t 
be affected. They will spray 
one treatment now and an¬ 
other in the fall. 

Municipal staff have also 
put up signs in the park 
and sent pamphlets asking 
neighbours to keep their 
lawns short and wear long 
sleeves when walking 
through the park. 


Lyme disease exacts physical, financial tolls

Bedford Thirteen-year-old 
Bradley Payzant has arthri¬ 
tis in his knee. 

It’s a lingering effect 
from contracting Lyme dis¬ 
ease two years ago. He’s 
one of four people on his 
street, which borders Ad¬ 
mirals Cove Park in Bed¬ 
ford, who were diagnosed 
with the disease. Lyme is 
spread by ticks that live on 
deer in the park. 

His mother, Tanya 
Payzant, said his knee was 
swollen to twice its normal 
size. At first they thought it 
was a soccer injury, but af¬ 
ter answering hundreds of 
questions from clinicians, 
they figured out it could be 
Lyme. 

“He did 28 days of an oral 
antibiotic and then 34 days 
of IV antibiotics,” Tanya 
said. “The Lyme bacteria 
are gone but the arthritic 
symptoms are still there, 
and he’s on three medica¬ 
tions and continues to have 
difficulty. If he plays sports 
for any length of time, 
then his knee aches a lot — 
it’s not over yet.” 

Greg Nicks, who lives 
next door, developed neu¬ 
rological symptoms be¬ 
cause of Lyme. 

“He would search for 
words, like he would say, 


‘Pass me the blanket,’ but 
he would really mean pil¬ 
low. He recognized it and 
thought he was just getting 
old,” said his wife, Lisa 
Nicks. 

After her pets were diag¬ 
nosed, Lisa got her family 
tested and her husband’s 
blood tests came back posi¬ 
tive. 


“We have put in over 
$100,000 of landscaping to 
make our backyard less de¬ 
sirable for ticks,” she said. 
“It’s been expensive and 
that’s been the impetus for 
us because we don’t feel 
safe in the yard.” 

Both Tanya and Lisa are 
thrilled HRM is paying to 
spray pesticide in Admirals 


Cove Park. 

“We’re kidding ourselves 
if we say the ticks are con¬ 
tained in the park,” Tanya 
said. “The deer travel 
through the neighbour¬ 
hood and I’ve seen them 
walking down the road ... 
These Lyme ticks are going 
to spread if we don’t do 
something to prevent it.”

MLA walks out, urges boycott of committee

The provincial legislature’s 
flagship committee may 
grind to a halt after a Tory 
MLA stormed out of a 
meeting yesterday and 
plans a full-scale boycott. 

Tory Cecil Clarke and 
two members of the Liber¬ 
al party were livid after be¬ 
ing outvoted by the NDP 
majority on Public Ac¬ 
counts, the legislature’s 
busiest and most high-pro¬ 
file MLA committee. 

The surprise NDP mo¬ 
tion cancelled a plan to 
have executives from the 
Nova Scotia Gaming Cor¬ 
poration appear for ques¬ 
tioning next week. The 
NDP said it was more ur¬ 
gent to discuss the find¬ 
ings of the recent auditor 
general’s report instead. 

Opposition parties plead¬ 
ed with the government to 
do both, especially since 
the committee had recent¬ 
ly written a letter to Gam¬ 
ing Corporation executives 
chastising them for can¬ 
celling two appearances. 

The NDP rejected that 
idea. 

Clarke denounced the 
NDP for “neutering” the 
committee and walked 


Subpoena defeated

But the NDP majority 
adopted the changes based 
on the recommendation of 
Finance Department con¬ 
troller Byron Rafuse. He ar¬ 
gued the old system exist¬ 
ed due to tradition, not de¬ 
sign. 

“If you sat back and 
thought about it you prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t design an 
administrative system that 
way, in keeping with mod¬ 
ern kinds of best practices 
around separation of du¬ 
ties and the ability to have 
appropriate backup cover¬ 
ages,” said Rafuse.

Restraint caused death: Lawyer 


Family's advocate gives dosing submission at Hyde inquiry 


The death of a mentally ill 
Nova Scotia man who fell 
unconscious after 
struggling with jail guards 
was the result of a 
dangerous restraint 
technique that stopped 
his breathing, a lawyer for 
the man's family told an 
inquiry yesterday. 

Kevin MacDonald made 
the argument in his closing 
submission to an inquiry in¬ 
to the 2007 death of 
Howard Hyde, a 45-year-old 
musician who battled schiz¬ 
ophrenia for most of his 
adult life. 

“It is our view that, but 
for the restraint, Mr. Hyde 
would still be alive today,” 
MacDonald said afterwards. 


“And it was that prone re¬ 
straint that caused a chemi¬ 
cal imbalance in his body 
that led to his death.” 

Evidence presented 
at the inquiry, includ¬ 
ing a surveillance 
video, show correc¬ 
tional officers at the 
Burnside jail had 
placed Hyde on his 
stomach. One officer 
held his shoulders Howard 
while two others held 
his legs, locking his left an¬ 
kle behind his right knee. 

As well, MacDonald ar¬ 
gued a fourth guard — Sgt. 
Todd Henwood — placed 
his weight on Hyde’s back, 
even though he testified 
that he did no such thing. 



Henwood had testified he 
was only holding Hyde’s 
wrists, which were cuffed 
behind his back. 

MacDonald said he 
didn’t accept a med¬ 
ical examiner’s find¬ 
ing Hyde died of a 
rare condition 

known as excited 
delirium, which is 
characterized by in¬ 
creased strength, 
paranoia and sud¬ 
denly violent behaviour. 

He said Halifax Regional 
Police must change its re¬ 
straint policies, noting the 
existing guidelines state 
people should not be held 
in the prone position for 
longer than three minutes. 


Hyde 


MacDonald focused much 
of his criticism on HRP, who 
he accused of making faulty 
assumptions and failing to 
pass along key information. 
He also said they treated 
Hyde with contempt and 
used excessive force. 

Sandra MacPherson Dun¬ 
can, the lawyer represent¬ 
ing HRP, said the depart¬ 
ment was unfairly criticized 
during the inquiry through 
supposition, innuendo and 
conjecture. 

“Nobody meant Mr. Hyde 
any harm,” she said, noting 
he showed little insight to 
his problems and was prone 
to violence when he was off 
his medication.

Wade Michael Steven 
Carter, 19, was charged 
with carrying a knife and 
18-year-old Bryden Grant 
Mader was charged with 
carrying a concealed 
weapon — a carving fork.

Senior investigator Steve 
Scherer, a leading genetics 
expert at Toronto’s Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children, said: 
“Our research findings 
point to the fact that ge¬ 
netic varia- 
■ tions that we 
discovered 
are actually 
rare in fre¬ 
quency, 
meaning 
most individ¬ 
uals with 
autism are 
probably ge- 
quite unique, 


netically 
each having their own ge¬ 
netic form of autism.” 

He likened it to each in¬ 
dividual having a genetic 
fingerprint for his or her 
own version of autism. 

The study involved 1,500 
families across North 
America and Europe.

Military grabbing 
key detainee docs

The Canadian military has 
started collecting 
paperwork stashed inside 
metal shipping containers 
at Kandahar Airfield that 
could shed light on 
whether its commanders 
turned over detainees to 
Afghan authorities with¬ 
out weighing the risk of 
torture. 

A military team of four 
has arrived at the base from 
Canada to complete the ar¬ 
duous task of retrieving 
thousands of highly sensi¬ 
tive documents that detail 
the transfer of detainees 
from Canadian custody. 

“It’s not a document 
hunt,” Lt.-Col. Shane Gif¬ 
ford, who is responsible for 
detainee files at the base, 
told The Canadian Press. 

“We know where all the 
documents are. It’s not 
looking for something that 
fell behind the chairs or 
something.” 

The files are the subject 
of intense controversy in 
Canada. The Military Po¬

lice Complaints Commis¬ 
sion, an independent fed¬ 
eral body, has asked the 
Department of National 
Defence to disclose all doc¬ 
uments on detainees, in¬ 
cluding detainee transfer 
orders in Kandahar. 

But the federal govern¬ 
ment says those files are 
beyond the commission’s 
mandate and is trying to 
prevent their release. Two 
weeks ago, lawyers for the 
Justice Department filed 
an application with the 
Federal Court that seeks to 
overrule the commission’s 
request. 

Military officials in Kan¬ 
dahar said the application 
has not stalled the re¬ 
trieval of the documents. 


Canada’s military police 
unit on the base holds 
about 650 detainee files. 
The rest are held by the in¬ 
telligence unit, the provin¬ 
cial reconstruction team at 
Camp Nathan Smith in 
Kandahar city and Gif¬ 
ford’s office. 

The team collecting and 
cataloguing the documents 
is expected to have them in 
hand and ready to be 
shipped to Ottawa in about 
a month, Gifford said. 

“The goal is 30 days,” he 
said. 

The existence of the doc¬ 
uments became publicly 
known in April during a 
Military Police Complaints 
Commission hearing into 
the Afghan detainee con¬ 
troversy. 

Discussions between the 
Conservatives and opposi¬ 
tion parties continue in an 
effort to reach a settle¬ 
ment on providing access 
to detainee records to a se¬ 
lect number of MPs.

Analysis shows BP's spill response contingency plan riddled with holes, errors 


Professor Peter Lutz is list¬ 
ed in BP’s 2009 response 
plan for a Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill as a wildlife 
expert. He died in 2005 . 

Under the heading “sensi¬ 
tive biological resources,” 
the plan lists marine mam¬ 
mals including walruses, 
sea otters, sea lions and 
seals. None lives anywhere 
near the Gulf. 

The names and phone 
numbers of several Texas 
A&M University marine life 
specialists are wrong. So 
are the numbers for ma¬ 


rine mammal stranding 
network offices in 
Louisiana and Florida, 
which no longer exist. 

BP’s 582-page regional 
spill plan for the Gulf, and 
its 52-page, site-specific 
plan for the Deepwater 
Horizon rig are riddled 
with omissions and glaring 
errors, according to an As¬ 
sociated Press analysis that 
details how BP officials 
have been essentially mak¬ 
ing it up as they go along. 
The lengthy plans ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. govern¬ 


ment last year before BP 
drilled its ill-fated well un¬ 
derstate the dangers posed 
by an uncontrolled leak 
and overstate the 
company’s pre¬ 
paredness. 

“BP Explo¬ 
ration and Pro¬ 
duction Inc. has

Two girls, one tragic fate 



The FBI thought it was 
closing in on Joran Van 
der Sloot in the notorious 
Natalee Holloway 
missing-teenager case, 
and he was paid $25,000 
in a sting operation. But 
when the agency delayed 
his arrest to help build a 
murder case, he took the 
money and headed for Pe¬ 
ru, where authorities say 
he now has confessed to 
killing a different young 
woman. 

The investigation of van 
der Sloot in the Alabama 
teenager’s case simply was 
not far enough along to 
have had him arrested, the 
FBI and the U.S. attorney’s 
office in Birmingham, Ala¬ 
bama, said yesterday. 

Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee chairman Patrick 
Leahy sent a letter to FBI 
Director Robert Mueller 
and requested an explana¬ 
tion of “exactly what hap¬ 
pened in this case and the 
basis for all actions taken 
by the FBI.” 

Federal law enforcement 
officials and a private inves¬ 
tigator said the work on 


Holloway’s disappearance 
was revived in April when 
van der Sloot reached out to 
someone close to Hol¬ 
loway’s mother and re¬ 
quested $250,000 in ex¬ 
change for disclosing the lo¬ 
cation of the young 
woman’s body on the is¬ 
land of Aruba. 

He got $25,000, and the 
private investigator says 
he was taped saying he 
pushed her down, she hit 
her head, and she died. 

The statement from the 
FBI and U.S. attorney’s of¬ 
fice said the law enforce¬ 
ment probe “was not suffi¬ 
ciently developed to bring 
charges prior to the time 
van der Sloot left Aruba.” 

Aruba authorities have 
been frustrated in their ef¬ 
forts to prosecute van der 
Sloot because they have 
been unable to find her re¬ 
mains. 

Van der Sloot has told in¬ 
vestigators in Aruba that 
he left the 18-year-old Hol¬ 
loway on a beach, drunk. 
For years, he has denied in¬ 
volvement in her disap¬ 
pearance. He was the last 


person seen with Holloway 
before she vanished dur¬ 
ing a high school gradua¬ 
tion trip to the Dutch 
Caribbean island on May 
30, 2005. 

He is now being held in 
Peru in connection with 
the May 30 killing of 21- 
year-old business student 


Stephany Flores, daughter 
of a Peruvian circus impre¬ 
sario and former race car 
driver. She was found beat¬ 
en to death, her neck bro¬ 
ken, in the 22-year-old 
Dutchman’s hotel room. 
Police said the two met 
playing poker at a casino. 
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Grisly details revealed 
in alleged incest case 


brazil A man in a remote 
fishing village in Brazil 
kept his daughter impris¬ 
oned for 12 years, raped 
her repeatedly and had 
seven children with her, 
police said yesterday. 

The man is also accused 
of abusing a young girl he 
had with his daughter. 

Police allege that Jose 
Agostinho Pereira, 54, kept 
his daughter, now 28, un¬ 
der virtual house arrest in 
a two-room, thatched-roof 
hut near a tiny fishing vil¬ 
lage in northeastern Brazil. 

An officer who aided in 
the arrest said the home 
was located in such a re¬ 
mote, jungle area that the 
only way to reach it was by 
using canoes. Authorities 
said the children appeared 
to suffer from malnutri¬ 
tion and could barely com¬ 
municate with others. 
Most were unclothed. 

The alleged abuse began 
when Pereira’s wife left 
him in 1998, said police in¬ 
spector Jair Lima de Paiva. 

Pereira has been in jail 
since Tuesday in the city of 
Pinheiro in Maranhao 
state, about 2,250 kilome¬ 
tres north of Rio de 
Janeiro. Charges have not 
been filed against him. Un¬ 
der Brazilian law, prosecu¬ 


tors only file charges after 
police have ended their in¬ 
vestigation. It was not im¬ 
mediately known if Pereira 
had a lawyer. 

Paiva said Pereira kept 
his daughter and the chil¬ 
dren in nearly complete 
isolation in the country¬ 
side near the village of Ex- 
perimento, about 80 kilo¬ 
metres outside of Pinheiro. 

While the exact ages of 
the children — four girls 
and three boys — were not 
known as none of their 
births were registered, po¬ 
lice believe they range in 
age from two months to 12 
years. 

“None of them were al¬ 
lowed to leave the house. 
None can read, they can 
barely communicate with 
other people,” said Paiva. 
“They were all threatened 
with their lives if they 
tried to escape or tell any¬ 
one about the situation.” 

Paiva said police were 
tipped off about Pereira’s 
alleged crimes by an 
anonymous phone call. 

Officers were sent to the 
remote area about 10 days 
ago, where they located 
Pereira’s house, kept it un¬ 
der observation for a few 
days and then arrested 

him. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Rarely did 
he drive to the basket, a 
skill that usually gets him a 
layup or two free throws. At 
the video session, Pierce 
told coach Doc Rivers why. 

“It’s funny,” Rivers said. 
“I said, Paul, that’s a driv¬ 
ing lane. You’ve got to get 
to the basket.’ His response 
was, ‘I was worried about

Former QMJHL player sues 
league over bursary money 



hockey A former QMJHL 
player is taking the league 
to court, claiming it is re¬ 
fusing to pay him bursary 
money for his education. 

Brett Morrison, 22, of 
Howie Centre, is asking for 
$3,500 for every year of 
post-secondary education 
he completes, up to 
a maximum of 
$15,000, plus dam¬ 
ages and costs. 

A notice of claim 
also states that Mor¬ 
rison is asking to be 
paid $7,000 of that 
$15,000 total imme¬ 
diately for the two Brett 
years he’s complet- Morrison 
ed at St. Francis 
Xavier University. 

Morrison, a former Ana¬ 
heim Ducks draft choice 
who now plays for the St. 
Francis Xavier X-Men, 
played for three QMJHL 
teams over four seasons. 

“I just feel that I should 
get some part of my mon¬ 
ey from the Q” said Morri¬ 
son, adding the court ac¬ 
tion is his last resort after 
trying unsuccessfully for 
more than a year to get ed¬ 
ucation money from the 
league. 

“I ended up not getting 


anything. We figured we 
should give it at least a 
try.” 

Before it was amended 
in August 2009, the 
QMJHL’s education policy 
stated a former player was 
eligible for bursaries to¬ 
talling $16,000 for a four- 
year degree if he met 
three requirements 
outlined in a June 3, 
2009 letter sent to 
Morrison by com¬ 
missioner Gilles 
Courteau. 

The requirements 
stated that a player 
must not refuse to 
play in the league as 
a 19-year-old, he 
must return to full-time 
studies no later than one 
year after the end of his 
junior career, and he must 
“seriously attend” school 
for at least four academic 
sessions during his junior 
career. 

At the time, Courteau 
said Morrison didn’t fulfill 
the third requirement, but 
Morrison insisted it was 
impossible to meet the re¬ 
quirement because he was 
bounced around the 
league so much.

As World Cup arrives, nation revels in road from conflict to celebration

Soccer's stars have 
converged on South Africa 
from across the globe, but 
on the eve of the World 
Cup, it is the host nation — 
with all its flaws and all its 
wonders — that has seized 
the spotlight. 

Crime is rampant, in 
shantytowns and posh sub¬ 
urbs. An HIV-AIDS epidemic 
rages. Yet the welcome for 
the world — from Cape 
Town to Soweto — couldn’t 
be warmer, or more proud. 

Blaring their plastic trum¬ 
pets, or “vuvuzelas,” and 
displaying their multi¬ 
coloured flag on their cars 
and their homes and them¬ 
selves, South Africans are 
embracing this historic mo¬ 
ment. It’s by far their bold¬ 
est foray onto the world 
stage since Nelson Mandela 
formally ended the 
apartheid era by winning 
the presidency in 1994. 

“It has unified all South 
Africa,” said Irvin Khoza, 
chairman of the local organ¬ 
izing committee. “It doesn’t 
matter if you’re black or 
white, or if you’re close to 
the sport or not. Everybody 
in this country is wearing 
the flag.” 

The four-week, 32-team 
tournament opens tomor¬ 
row with South Africa’s na¬ 
tional squad — a long shot 
to bookmakers but a 
favourite to adoring local 
fans who call it Bafana 
Bafana — taking on Mexico 
at Soccer City, the 94,700- 
seat stadium rising amid old 
gold mines between Johan¬ 
nesburg and Soweto.

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Portugal counting 
on Ronaldo goals

The World Cup provides a 
global showcase for 
soccer's greatest forwards, 
and if Cristiano Ronaldo 
wants to reach the status 
of Pele and Diego 
Maradona, he must do 
something he hasn't done 
for 16 months — score a 
goal for Portugal. 

The tournament in South 
Africa needs stars like 
Ronaldo and Argentina’s Li¬ 
onel Messi to produce their 
skills on the sport’s biggest 
stage, to thrill the billions 
of spectators watching 
games on television world¬ 
wide. 

That means FIFA’s 2008 
world player of the year will 
have to break a goal 
drought stretching back to 
a friendly game in February 
2009, when he scored from 
the penalty spot against Fin¬ 
land. 

In competitive matches, 
he has not found the net for 
Portugal since the 2008 Eu¬ 
ropean Championship. 

“It’s not a problem,” the 
Real Madrid player said be¬ 
fore the tournament. “I’m 
saving myself for the World 
Cup.” 

The time to deliver on 
that promise has come as 
Portugal readies for its June 
15 opener against Ivory 
Coast. 

Ronaldo has the ability to 
set a game alight, which is 


why Real Madrid paid Man¬ 
chester United $118 million 
US for him a year ago. 

The Portuguese forward’s 
electrifying bursts of pace, 
his spellbinding footwork 
and blistering right-foot 
shots — which Manchester 
United fans nicknamed 
“Ronny rockets” — have 
brought crowds to their feet 
at Old Trafford and the San¬ 
tiago Bernabeu stadium. 

Injuries, though, have un¬ 
settled Ronaldo’s interna¬ 
tional career. He played in 


just seven of Portugal’s 12 
World Cup qualifying 
matches and, in some 
games, was still recovering 
from injury. 

In 73 appearances since 
his 2003 debut, Ronaldo has 
scored 22 goals. 

Still, Portuguese fans 
grumble that his inability 
to reproduce his club form 
at international level is 
partly to blame for Portu¬ 
gal’s recent below-par per¬ 
formances.

Canada’s last World Cup outing 
is becoming a distant memory 


1986 It’s been 24 years since 
Canada made it to the 
World Cup. Argentina’s Li¬ 
onel Messi, the reigning FI¬ 
FA World Player of the Year, 
wasn’t even been born 
when the Canadians went 
to work in Mexico June 1, 
1986. 

The temperature was 
scorching and the air hung 
heavy with pollution the 
day they boarded the bus 
for a date with a French 
side that featured the likes 
of Michel Platini and Jean 
Tigana. 

Canada’s starting 11 was 
Paul Dolan, Bob Lenar- 
duzzi, Bruce Wilson, Randy 
Ragan, Ian Bridge, Carl 
Valentine, Igor Vrablic, 
Mike Sweeney, Randy 
Samuel, Paul James and 
David Norman. 

Nine of those are in the 
Canadian Soccer Hall of 
Fame, along with five other 
squad players. 

Lenarduzzi, a young de-

fender at the time, remem¬ 
bers the Mexican fans lin¬ 
ing the road on the trip to 
the stadium in Leon. They 
held up fingers on their 
hand, giving predictions 
like 6-0, 7-0 even 10-0. 

“We were being told we 
were going to get bat¬ 
tered,” Lenarduzzi, a for¬ 
mer men’s national team 
coach who is now presi¬ 
dent of Vancouver White- 
caps FC, said in a recent in¬ 
terview. 

Fellow defender Bridge 
said instead of being intim¬ 
idated the Canadians were 
anxious to prove them¬ 
selves against the reigning 
European champions. 


“To the public we were 
underdogs,” said Bridge, a 
former Canadian women’s 
coach who now guides the 
Victoria Highlanders of the 
United Soccer Leagues Pre¬ 
mier Development League. 

“To ourselves we were 
not an over-confident 
bunch, but a confident 
bunch. We had been to¬ 
gether for many years.” 

Canada lost to France 1-0 
on Jean-Pierre Papin’s goal 
in the 79th minute. 

“It was the highlight to 
begin with and then it was 
the disappointment,” 
Lenarduzzi said of the loss. 
“We went in and gave up a 
goal (late) that resulted in 
us not getting a draw. 

“We were that close.” 

And that was as close as 
Canada got to earning a 
point at the tournament. 
The team lost the next two 
games by 2-0 scores to Hun¬ 
gary and the Soviet Union.

The game of soccer has 
become an increasingly 
popular sport in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, with close to 30,000 
people currently playing. 

“Participation has really 
gone up in the last 15 to 20 
years,” says Mike Hudson, 


the director of coaching 
and player development 
for Soccer Nova Scotia. 

Since 1990, soccer par¬ 
ticipation numbers have 
jumped from 10,000 to al¬ 


most 30,000, although it 
has levelled off in recent 
years. 

Hudson attributes part 
of this overall growth to 
the 1994 FIFA World Cup, 


which was held in the 
United States. He says the 
rise in soccer’s popularity 
is not just a local trend, 
but rather it’s part of a 
broader North American 
trend. 

There are a number of 
reasons for soccer’s grow¬ 
ing popularity. One is that 
soccer is a simple sport to 
play, both in rules and 
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equipment. With a pair of 
shoes and shin guards, a 
player has all the equip¬ 
ment they need. Contrast 
that with a sport like hock¬ 
ey where equipment costs 
can run in the thousands 
of dollars. 

Canada’s increasing mul¬ 
ticultural nature is also a 
factor. 

“New immigrants in any 
country always gravitate to 
what sort of sports they (al¬ 
ready) have,” says Hudson. 

Worldwide, soccer is the 
most popular sport. 

The game’s profile in 
Canada should increase 
even more because of 
Canadian Major League 
Soccer (MLS) franchises. 
There is a team in Toronto 


and expansion franchises 
are planned for Vancouver 
and Montreal. 

But soccer still faces its 
challenges in Nova Scotia 
as it is very difficult for 
players to move beyond 
the local pitches to the 
professional ones. 

“That’s something we’re 
always trying to address,” 
says Hudson. He says 
that for Nova Scotia’s elite 
players, squaring off 
against top talent means 
they have to fly across the 
country for the matches. 

“The geography is just 
massive (here) which kind 
of hinders development,” 
says Hudson. “It doesn’t 
hinder participation, it 
just hinders development.”

“There’s a whole... selec¬ 
tion of different leagues to 
meet what sort of level you 
are,” says Hudson. 

The site is a wealth of in¬ 
formation, providing con¬ 
tacts for clubs and links to 


the district associations. And 
for those worried they may 
not have the skills to play, 
that shouldn’t be an issue. 

“We have more 
recreational 
members 
than we do 
elite mem¬ 
bers,” says Hud¬ 
son. 


For people who are more 
interested in coaching than 
playing, Soccer Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s website also provides 
the dates and locations for 
community coaching cours¬ 
es. These courses stretch 
across the province, from 
Yarmouth to Sydney. 

But if wearing black and 
white stripes is more of 
one’s calling, the website 
has the dates and time for 
referee courses. These 
courses also happen 
across the province in 
places such as Berwick, 
Bridgewater and Port 
Hawkesbury. 

For adults in the Hal¬ 
ifax area looking 
to play recre¬ 
ational soccer, the Halifax 
Sport & Social Club offers co¬ 
ed soccer leagues year- 
round. The year is divided 
into three seasons, with 
spring/summer games 
played outdoors, while the 
fall and winter sessions are 
played indoors. Check out 
halifaxsport.ca for the full 
details. 


Kids aren’t the only ones 
getting in on the action of 
course, as adult leagues are 
finding more people inter¬ 
ested in making soccer 
part of their healthy 
lifestyle. 

“One of the biggest 
growth areas we’ve seen is 
women over 35 - often 
they’re soccer moms who 
see the health benefits of 



the game and want to get 
out there and play,” Hud¬ 
son said. 

The social side of the 
sport can bring peo¬ 
ple together both 
in friendship and 
understanding. 

“It’s a sport 
that gives you the 
ability to develop 
teamwork and it en¬ 


courages you to become ac¬ 
cepting of other people and 
their way of doing things. 
It’s a melting pot sport 
- you can throw 
from dif¬ 
ferent baclc- 
into it 
and they all have 
to work together 
on the field,” Hud¬ 
son said.

Here are a few practical and 
decorative ways to keep 
things cool during the sum¬ 
mer: 

In your apartment: Install a 
window air conditioner. A 


small 10,000-15,000 unit 
will keep an area of 500-800 
square feet cooled down. 
Use a floor standing fan to 
re-direct the cool air around 
the apartment. Check with 
your building management 
before purchasing and in¬ 
stalling a window air condi¬ 
tioner as they may have 
regulations to follow. 


Decorating ideas: Choose 
white blinds and/or a back¬ 
ing on drapes to reflect the 
sun’s rays, and keep drapes 
closed when hot sun is 
pouring in; hang bamboo 
blinds outside to diffuse the 
hot sunlight that hits the 
windows. 

In your basement apart¬ 
ment: Since cool air falls, 


you may not need an air 
conditioner however base¬ 
ments are often humid. Get 
a dehumidifier to take the 
water out of the air and the 
temperature will feel 5-10 
degrees cooler; open win¬ 
dows once the outside tem¬ 
perature have dipped below 
the temperature inside. 
Decorating ideas: Apply a 


‘Cool’ things

night 


frosted film on windows to 
create privacy but still allow 
as much light in as possible. 
Use an exhaust fan while 
showering allows steam 
and humidity to escape. 

In your townhouse: If you 
have central air condition¬ 
ing, close the vents on the 
main floor to force more air 
upstairs. As cold air falls, 
the lower levels will cool 
down. Use ceiling fans on 
upper floors to draw air up¬ 


wards and keeping the cool 
air from falling. Use your 
bathroom exhaust fan on 
top floors to draw out the 
hot air and pull cool air up. 
Decorating ideas: Decorate 
using light and aiiy colours 
like grey, blue and white on 
upper floors where its al¬ 
ways warmer; the cooler it 
looks the cooler you will 
feel. 

Keep all south facing 
blinds and drapes closed 
during the day when the 
sun is the hottest. 

Rid all upper floors of 
heavy area carpets which 
can insulate the heat.

High-fashion ambition^

Forty years in the same 
rock band and there's not 
an overdose, trashed hotel 
room or groupie scandal 
to speak of? 

How on earth would di¬ 
rectors Scot McFadyen and 
Sam Dunn make a film 
about Rush interesting to 
those who can’t recite the 
lyrics to 2112? Is there 
something here beyond a 
typical rock doc? The an¬ 
swer, surprisingly, is yes. 

The story doesn’t start 
with the Toronto band’s 
first album in 1974, but 
goes back to its members’ 
upbringing, schooling, and 
motivation. 

It’s about three teenagers 
— one the son of Holocaust 
survivors, another of Yu¬ 
goslavian immigrants — 
who were fiercely commit¬ 
ted to music. All of them — 


singer-bassist-keyboardist 
Geddy Lee, guitarist Alex 
Lifeson and drummer Neil 
Peart knew what they 
wanted to do in life — rock 
out. And not in a slacker, 
excuse-to-avoid-adult- 


responsibilities way. 

Through rare early 
footage of Rush playing 
high schools to “overreach¬ 
ing” sessions in the studio 
and more current live clips, 
one sees that Rush never 


wavered from this pursuit 
of musical excellence. The 
trio’s progressive hard rock 
and cerebral lyrics with 
words you’d sometimes 
have to look up won mil¬ 
lions of dedicated fans.

For the film, Trent 
Reznor, Billy Corgan, Jack 
Black, Foo Fighters’ Taylor

Black declares the mem¬ 
bers “not even human” at 
one point. 

But despite the serious¬ 
ness of Rush’s music and 
work ethic, the film is filled 
with humour. 

The band members 
crack joke throughout, 
from their so-called Down 
The Tubes tour early in 
their career to their fash¬ 
ion choices (i.e. Lee’s Asian 
robe phase). 

It’s the funny stuff that 
gives a glimpse into their 
personalities, how they 
have stayed together all 
this time, and why Beyond 
The Lighted Stage is not 
just a story about musi¬ 
cians.

Honey Seared 
Salmon Sandwich 
with Apple Poppy 
Seed Slaw

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 
INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup cored and 
matchstick cut fennel, 
about 1/2 medium bulb, 
plus 2-tablespoons 
chopped fronds 

1 celery stalk, thinly sliced 
crosswise 

1/2 Granny Smith apple, 
cored and matchstick cut 
1/4 cup sour cream 

2 tbsp cider vinegar 

1 tbsp plus 1 tsp honey 
1 tsp poppy seeds 

1 tsp lemon zest 

2 tsp lemon juice 

4 (5oz) salmon fillets 
1 tbsp olive oil 
4 slices focaccia, cut to size 
of salmon fillets or slices of 
sourdough bread 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high 
and arrange rack 8 inches 
from broiler. Line a 
rimmed sheet pan with foil 
and set aside. 

2. Combine the fennel, cel¬ 
ery and apple in a bowl 
and set aside. In a small jar 


with a tight fitting lid, 
combine sour cream, cider 
vinegar, 1 teaspoon honey, 
poppy seeds, lemon zest 
and juice. Cover with lid 
and shake until well blend¬ 
ed. Pour sour cream 
mixture over fennel 
mixture and stir to 
thoroughly coat. 

3. Brush olive oil over 
salmon, season generously 
with salt and pepper and 
transfer to prepared sheet 
pan. Drizzle remaining 1 
tablespoon honey over 
tops of fillets, place under 
broiler and cook until 
opaque in centre, about 5 
minutes. Toast bread while 
salmon is cooking and 
transfer to plates. Place 
slaw on top of bread and 
arrange salmon on top.
